The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Amendments 
to  Schedules  “ A ” and  “ B ” of  the  “ Pharmacy 
Act,”  appointed  by  the  Council  of  the  British 
Columbia  Pharmaceutical  Association  at  its  regular 
meeting  held  in  the  City  of  Vancouver,  November 
17th,  1909,  and  adopted  by  the  Council  on  the 
14th  day  of  June,  1910. 


To  the  President  and  Council  Assembled. 

Gentlemen, — We,  your  committee,  beg  to  report 
as  follows : — 

We  have  gone  carefully  through  the  Schedules 
“ A ” and  “ B ” of  the  “ Pharmacy  Act,  1891,”  and 
Amendments,  1S95,  1904,  and  1907,  and  acting 
upon  the  general  opinion  entertained  on  the  subject, 
have  the  honour  to  submit  the  following  amended 
Schedules,  which  we  think  will  meet  with  the 
immediate  approval  of  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council,  when  submitted'  according  to  sec.  17  of  the 
“ Pharmacy  Act.”  The  work  of  the  committee,  as 
we  understood  it,  was  that  of  rearranging  rather 
than  deleting  or  addition,  and  save  in  the  placing 
of  Corrosive  Sublimate  (Antiseptic)  Tablets  and 
certain  medicines  sold  largely  in  pill  and  syrup 
form  in  Schedule  “ B ” under  certain  conditions, 
we  have  proposed  no  radical  changes.  W’e  may 
mention,  in  explanation,  that  it  appears  to  us  to 
guard  the  public  health  to  a greater  extent  to 
place  the  caution  “ poison  ” on  these  articles,  with 
the  name  and  address  of  the  chemist  and  druggist, 
as  will  be  necessary  by  the  proposed1  amended  law, 
than  to  have  them  scattered  broadcast  with  no 
cautionary  label  whatever,  as  at  the  present  time. 
The  Schedules  as  amended  are  herewith  submitted.

IN  ACCORDANCE  with  section  12  of  the  Bureau 
of  Mines  Act,  examinations  for  efficiency  in  the 
practice  of  assaying  will  be  held  at  Victoria,  B.  C.,  on 
the  12th  day  of  December,  1910,  and  on  such  following 
days  as  may  be  found  necessary. 

Examinations  will  cover  the  following  subjects,  and 
candidates  must  be  prepared  to  be  examined  in  all  of 
these  subjects: — 

(a.)  A knowledge  of  the  principles  of  inorganic  chem- 
istry. 

( b .)  Sampling: 

Sampling  of  ores  or  furnace  products  and  the  reduc- 
tion and  preparation  of  sample  for  assay,  including 
also  the  melting  of  gold  dust  and  sampling  of  bar  for 
assay. 

( c .)  Qualitative  Determination: 

The  qualitative  determination  of  the  common  ele- 
ments in  ores  and  furnace  products. 

(d. ) Quantitative  Determination — Assaying: 
Bullion — Gold  bullion,  for  gold  and  silver; 

Copper  « for  copper,  gold  and  silver ; 
Lead-copper  bullion,  for  lead,  copper,  gold 
and  silver. 

Coal : 

Determination  of  moisture,  volatile  combustible 
matter,  fixed  carbon,  ash  and  sulphur. 

Ores  and  furnace  products : 

Fire  assays — 

Gold,  silver  and  lead. 

Wet,  and  combined  wet  and  fire  assays — 

Gold  and  silver,  by  combined  method.

A certificate  of  efficiency  in  assaying  will,  upon  pay- 
ment of  the  prescribed  fee  ($15),  be  issued  to  each  suc- 
cessful candidate,  which  certificate  shall  be  considered 
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as  a licence  to  practise  assaying  in  British  Columbia ; 
and  notice  is  hereby  given  that  only  those  holding  such 
certificate  of  proficiency  or  licence  will  be  allowed  to 
act  as  assayers  in  this  Province,  under  penalty,  as  pro- 
vided by  the  Act. 

Exemption  jrom  Examination. 

In  accordance  with  subsection  (2)  of  section  12  of 
the  Act,  graduates  of  certain  Schools  of  Mines  and 
Colleges  may  be  exempt  from  examinations,  and  may, 
upon  satisfying  the  examiners,  as  provided  in  the  Act, 
receive  such  certificate  of  competency  or  licence,  upon 
payment  of  the  fee  therefor  ($15). 

The  examination  will  consist  chiefly  of  the  practical 
assaying  of  samples,  and  while  the  Department  of  Mines 
will  provide  all  the  apparatus  and  chemicals  usually 
necessary,  it  will  not  undertake  to  provide  any  special 
or  unusual  appliances  or  chemicals  which  might  be 
called  for,  and  if  a candidate  should  require  such  he 
will  have  to  provide  them  at  his  own  expense. 

Candidates  must  provide  themselves  with  such  plat- 
inum ware  and  sets  of  weights  as  they  may  require,  as 
these  will  not  be  furnished  at  the  examination. 

The  Department  of  Mines  will  make  no  charge  for 
the  use  of  chemicals  or  apparatus,  but  a candidate  will 
be  charged  for  all  breakages  or  unnecessary  loss  caused 
by  him.

Pursuant  to  subsection  (c)  above  referred  to, 
and  in  view  of  the  pressing  need  for  early  improve- 
ment to  the  three  streams  referred  to,  in  order 
that  the  Brittingham  and  Young  Company,  Limited,

Rule  76. 

A LL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills, 
Xl  properly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within 
the  ^purview  of  the  “ British  North  America  Act, 
1S67,” — whether  for  the  erection  of  a Bridge,  the 
making  of  a Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line ; the  construction 
or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work ; the  granting  of  a right  of 
Ferry ; the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-Stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  indi- 
viduals any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privi- 
leges whatever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing 
which  in  its  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or 
property  of  other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particu- 
lar class  of  the  community,  or  for  making  any 

amendment  of  a like  nature  to  any  former  Act, - 

shall  require  a Notice,  clearly  and  distinctly  speci- 
fying the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  and, 
where  'the  application  refers  to  any  proposed  -work, 
indicating  generally  the  location  of  the  work,  and 
signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicants ; such 
notice  to  be  published  as  follows : —

Motion  for  the  suspension  or  modification  of  this 
Rule  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House  until  the 
same  has  been  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made  thereof 
at  a previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the  Standing 
Committee  charged  with  consideration  of  Private 
Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House.  And 
if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as  afore- 
said the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or 
for  which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay 
double  the  fees  required  as  hei’ein  mentioned,  unless 
the  House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposit 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  clear  days  before 
the  opening  of  the  Session,  a printed  copy  of  such 
Bill,  a copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented  to 
the  House,  together  with  copies  of  the  notices 
published.

shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference 
the  clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the 
details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills.  Special 
grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed 
departure  from  this  principle,  or  for  the  introduc- 
tion of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details,  and  a 
note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the 
provisions  thereof  in  which  the  General  Act  is
